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The claims are 1-7, 9-13, an$* 15-16. cliims 8 and 14, which 
the Examiner indicated contained allowable subject matter, have 
been rewritten in independent claim form as new claims 15 and 16. 
Claim 1 has been amended to betted define the invention. Support 
for the claims may be found inter -alia in the disclosure at page 
8, lines 19-22, pago 10, lines 6^10, and FIGS; 1-3. 
Reconsideration is expressly requested. 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 7 and 11 were;., rejected under U.S.C. 5102(b) 
as being anticipated by Hoe U.S. -design Patent No. DES 249,225. 
The remaining claims, except for jclalms 8 and 14, WHICH the 
Examiner inaicated contained allowable eu&jeot matter, have been 
rejected as obvious over Moc alone (claims 9, 10 and 12) or in 
view of Allen U.S. Tatent Mo. 1,9©^2S7 (claims 3, 4, 10 and 13). 

Essentially, the Examiners position was that Moe shows the 
jamb bracket recited in the rejedted claims except for the 
securing segment which is said to be tauqht by Allen and except 
for a countersunk screw hole, the pacific size of the arm, the 
specific eiac of thj* sec^^ the th ree snap- off 

grooves disposed on each of the tjap and bottom portions of the 
basal element, which were considered within the skill of the art. 
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This rejection is respectfully /traversed- 

As set forth in claim l as- aSfcendea, applicants invention 
provides a jamb bracket for a door . closing system including at 
least one arm structure extending -put from the middle of the jamb 
bracket, a connect inq segment uniting the top and bottom portions 
of the at least one arm structure at a location between the 
attached and unattached ends, and a basal element extending 
perpendicularly outward above and below the attached end of the 
at l.p.a&t- one arm structure at least along the line of 
intersection between the basal element and the at least one arm 
structure, as shown in figs. 2 ah!d 3, the connecting segment 
rune along a portion of the lengtjhiof the arm structure and as 
shown in PIGS. 1-3 the basal element extends above and belnv the 
arm bracket along the line of intersection between the basal 
element and the at least one arm >fejfcructure* This arrangement 
provides structural stability to p$& jamb bracket eo that it is 
able to withstand forces and pressures generated by the 
functioning door closing system dhto the jamb bracket. 

None of the cited references/ .jaiscloses the structure recited 
in applicants claim 1 or provides 1 * bracket with the benefits 
resulting from that structure- ijhe Hoc patent shows a bracket 
that will readily twist and has no* structural stability. In 
Hoes bracket, the arms are punched*; out of a pl^eTlLeaving an 
open space in the basal element firing the line of intersection 
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between the basal element and theiazTn structure* 111 addition, 
the "connecting segment* identif ie&vby the Examiner ic at the 
attached end of the arm structure .and provides little or no 
structural stability* 

The defects and deficiencies ^ Moe are nowhere remedied by 
Lhe secondary reference to Allen-: /Allen shove a drapery bracket 
used to hang lightweight curtains, \ not a bracket for a door 
closing system, in any event, ltkfc Hoc there, is no disclosure or 
suggest ion of a jamb bracket in w&ich a connecting Segment unites 


top and bottom portions of at least one arm structure at "a 
location between the attached and Unattached end*, or a basal 


element extending perpend i cul arly : putward above and below the 
attached end or thn arm structure ".'alt least along the line of 
Intersection between the basal eiement and the at least one arm 
structure. Accordingly, applicant >reepcctfuliy submits that 
claim 1 as amended, and claims 2-7. Wd 9-13 which depend on claim 
1 are therefore patentable, along; jwith new claims 15 and 16 which 
the Examiner has previously indicated contain allowable subject 
matter. 
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In summary, claim 1 has bAfcn^aunendecI, claims 8 and 14 have

been canceled, and new claims 15^16 have been added. In view Of 
the foregoing, it is respectfully Requested that the claims be 
allowed and that this case be padded to ieeue.
